PUBLICITY WORK CONDUCTED 
BY MEANS OF ADVERTISEMENTS | 


Northern and Central Alberta Publishers Hold Annual Meeting in 
. City—Much Valuable Information is Given by John M. 
Imrie, Manager of the Canadian Press Association 


The newspaper publishers of North- | 
erh and Central Alberta, at their con- | 
vention. Thursday afternoon, express- 
ed appreciation of the business-like 
policy being adopted by the federal, 
provincial and municipal governments 
in, placing before the public full infor- 
mation respecting the various phases 
of the country’s business under their 
respective jurisdiction by means of 
clear-cut and comprehensive advertis- 
ing. Considering the support extend- 
ed to the movements by the press in 
the past through the news columns, | 
aid keeping in mind the present ab- 
normal burdens born by the publishers { 
through the increased cost of all ma- } 
térials which enter into. the produe- { 
tion of newspapers these governments | 
were urged to continue their policy of | 
paying regular space rgtes for all mat- 
ter for which the go¥ernments desire 
publicity. 

The committee “appointed at the 
morning session reported the follow- 
ing resolution which was adopted un- 
animously. 

“Whereas, ft is very desirable that 
the public opinion of the province of 
Alberta should be mobilized in sup- 
port of the enforcement of the Alberta 
Liquor Act, 

“And, whereas, it has been demon- 
strated in the past that educational 
advertising in the newspapers is the 


wrost effective means vf acquainting 
the public with the merits of any 
present or proposed legislation, and 


gecuring public support for such leg- 
islation as is deserving of that sup- 
port; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, that this meeting of the 
newspaper publishers of Alberta, 
north of and including Red Deer, re- 
spectfully suggests to the government 
of Alberta that the facts in support of 
the general co-operation of the peo- 
ple of Alberta in the’ enforce- 
ment of the Alberta Liquor Act, be 
adequately presented to the people of 
the province through educational ad 


vertising in the newspapers of the 
province.” 
Suggests Tabloid Advertisements. 


John Imrie, manager of the Cana- 
dian Press Association, also suggested 
that the ggvernment be asked to pub- 
lish in tabloid form advertisements of 
an educational nature covering a sum- 
mary of the information now distri- 
buted by the department in bulletins. 
It was also proposed that the public, 
through government advertising in 
the newspapers, after each session, | 
Powe be given a summary of the leg- 
slation passed at each session. The | 
summary of provincial affairs in an | 
unbiased and fair form | 


published in all the papers of the 
province as advertising. The advis- 
ability of similar advertisements cov- 
ering the stock and farm loan and 
rural hospital bills was also suggested. 

In regard to the cost of such ad- 
vertisements a discussion of rates re- 
venled a difference in the rates now 
charged to advertisers ®y the differ- 
ent publishers and the need for a 
standard rate was felt as an essential 
for a successful campaign either in 
regard to the advertising of the gov- 
ernment or what was secured from or 
through advertising agencies. 

Rate to Be Uniform Onc. 

A commitee was appointed, and a 
schedule drawn up and submitted for 
approval of the North Alberta 
delegates It will be similarly sub- 
mitted to the delegates from South- 
ern Alberta and later ratified by the { 
Alberta division of the Canadian Press | 
Association. Throughout all the dis- | 
cussion it was made plain that the 
rate for the government advertising, 
to be fair to all concerned, was to be 
the same as that charged for other 
commercial advertising of a similar 
nature. The rate was to be no higher 
and no lower than the general com- 
mercial rate, and the government ad- 
vertisements were to be inserted in 
all papers@rrespective of their politi- | 
eal leanings or affiliations. | 

Nearly ali of the weekly papers rep- | 
resented have now a subscription rate

of $1.50 per year, and those not so 
have, in most cases, declared their 
intention to raise their rates.

ance the association had been to the 
members of the association in secur- 
ing advertising, and the protecting of 
members from loss through unpaid 
udvertising accounts. A co-opera- 
tive plan of advertising the benefits 
of advertising had accomplished 
much. But the most’ spectacular 
feature had been the securing of ad- 
vertising from the government for 
the newspapers regardless. of their 
political affiliations. Fourteen cam- 
paigns of educational publicity had 
been conducted by the Dominion 
Government. The Ontarto Govern- 
ment had also carried on a general 
publicity campaign. Later in the 
meeting it was suggested that the Al- 
berta Government should carry on a 
publicity advertising campaign in all 
Alberta newspapers in regard to the 
enforcement of the Liquor Act. 

The unprofitableness of free pub- 
licity of what should be paid for at 
advertising rates was impressed upon 
the newspapermen. 

The increase of the subscription 
rates of newspapers was also referred 
to and it was stated that many of the 
weekly papers are now $1.60 per year. 
The. increased cost of production of 
newspapers was largely due to the ex- 
ceedingly high inerease in the cost 
of paper. 

This matter has been discussed by 
the representatives of the association 
With the paper manufacturers, and 
with the Dominion department of 
finance, and is still under considera- 
tion by the department at Ottawa. A 
measure of partial relief from the ex- 
orbitant charges is in prospect of 
realization. 

With a view to getting at the real 
facts of the issue as between the 
publishers and the paper manufac- 
turers, investigation had been made 
into the financial standing of the 
paper makers, and the enormous pro- 
fits they were making at the in- 
creased price, owing to the demand 
in other countries where there is a 
famine of paper. 

he Liquor Act, 
W. EF. Gold, of the Attorney Gen- 


vention in regard to the efforts be- 
ing made to enforce the Liquor Act 
in the province and the many difficul- 
ties to he met within certain cases, 
hie told of a pince where the entore- 
ers of the Act had been resisted by a 
stonewall combination of local forces.

Superintendent Moir Says Men 
Will Not Sign up For 
Runs 


Many citizens are asking when the 
fast summer schedule is going to be 
resumed on the street railway, There 
will have to wait a while longer, Su- 
perintendent Moir, of the street rail- 
Way, says that he wants to put the 
summer schedule in force but that he 
is being held up by the employees, 
who will not sign up for the runs. 

The men contend that they have

Entitled to Privileges,

oped so that he would be eligible for 
the pay, he was how entitled to what

It had been the intention 
Commissioners and street railw 
erintendent to start two one-man cars 
running at the Calder and Spruce 
uvenue routes, and this has given rise 
to contention.

The case has an important bearing 
on the consignment of liquor = from 
outside points, and is a warning to 
express companies that will no doubt 
be strictly heeded.

' Canadian government is acting simply 
“as an intermediary, Great Britain 
makes the terms of the offer, and its 
acceptance and rejection rests solely 
with the representatives of the wes- 
tern farmers, and that it is not a sat- 
isfactory proposition to them has been 
indicated by the action of these repre- 
sentatives. Their rejection may mean 
the abandonment of the scheme by 
Great Britain, and if so this year's 
Canadian wheat crop will have to find 
its way to Europe by private enter- 
prise, and such a market already in a 
great measure fillec by government 
purchases elsewhere.

“"The government of Great Britain 
has purchased the whole available 
surplus crop of Australia, for both the 
past and current years. The _ price 
paid to the Austrajian farmer is in the 
neighborhood of $1.12 per bushel, de- 
livered at the port of export. 
fhe British government has taken 

measures to control the surplus crep 
of Indian and Egypt, two of its wheat 
producing dependencies. It has also 
called for the total product of the Bri- 
jtish farmer and bas fixed a price of 
67 shillings per bushel, about $1.82 per 
bushel. 

“*When I was in London in Deeem- 
ber last, an urgent desire Was ex- 
pressed to secure the wheat surplus 
of Canada for 1917, and I discussed 
the matter thoroughly with the wheat 
commission which is charged with 
the purchase of wheat for the necessi- 
ties of Great Britain, France and Italy, 

“'The British government is not 
only anxious that Canada shall grow 
the largest possible crop of wheat this 
year, but it desires to know now that 
it can depend on getting all that Can- 
ada has to export and to be relieved 
to that extent from some of its anxie- 
ty as to sourees of suplpy. 

From Empire Sources. 

“"t has sought to secure as far as 
possible its supply from empire sour- 
ces, and stated to. me that it relies 
largely on the patriotism and power 
of production of empire farmers to 
contribute their full mersure of 
put this year, and to sell it to the gov- 
ernment at reasonably remunerative 
rates 

“The geographical position of Can- 
ada, taken in connection with sea war 

dangers and shortage of transport ton- 
nage, makes it of great importance 
that its surplus supply should be at 
ihe sole disposal of the British gov- 
ernment Under certain conditions it 
might mean the salvation of the Bri- 
tish people and the decisive factor in 
the decision of the war.

No Private Letters From Berlin 
For Several Days—Capitalists 
Worried 


Amsterdam, March 21 (via London, 
March 22—-With revolution in the air, 
it is not surprising rumors are run- 
ning round that Germany’s turn has 
come and that Berlin is already in an 
uproar. One or two curious develop- 
ments tend to support the possibility 


that unusual events are occurring 
there. 

First, these rumors all appear to 
emanate from German unofficial quar- 
ters. 

Second, speaking at the railway sta- 
tion when about to board a train en 
route for Berlin, a German democrat 
told the correspondent he regarded 
the rumors as possibly purtly true, 
and, having large interests in Berlin, 
he felt it necessary to return thither 
immediately in order to see the actual 
state of affairs and take steps to pro- 
tect his interests. 

There has been a curious absence of 
private letters from Berlin and Ham- 
burg during the past few days, The 
newspapers here are taking a serious 
view of the rumors, Correspondents 
have gone to the frontier to endeavor 
to get information of what is pro- 
ceeding. p

Milner, was of pure English blood, 
but settled in Germany as & merchant 
and married @ German woman of good 
family. His fourth son, Karl, married 
Mrs. Cromie, a widow of Irish de- 
scent. She was past forty, while her 
husband, at the time of his marriage, 
was a medical student of twenty-three. 
Lord Milner was) born at Giessen 
about a year later, When the future 
titled statesman was about seven his 
father, a practicing physician, remov- 
ed to London, but he returned to Ger- 
many after, a few years, and Alfred, 
now Lord Milner, was educated prin- 
cipally in the Kaiser's empire. His 
mother, the daughter of a former gov- 
ernor of the Isle of Man, was very 
Iiritish in her tastes and sympathies, 
and disliked Germany. The son shar- 
ed her ideas, and he determined to be- 
come an Englishman. After his moth- 
er's death he went to London and en- 
tered King’s College, later winning an 
»xford scholarship. As neither his 
srandfather nor father had renounc- 
“i British allegiance, he was legally 
as well as in sympathies a subject oft 
he British Crown. After studying 
law Alfred Milner engaged in journ- 
alism, and was associated with the 
late William T, Stead on the Pall Mall 
Gazette. After several years in jour- 
nalism he became private secretary 
to Mr. Goschen, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, and in 1889 began his public 
service as under seeretary for finance 
in Egypt Since then he has held 
many high posts, including the gover- 
norship of the Transvaal and High 
Commissioner for South Africa, At 
one time he was offered a partnership 
by the late J, P. Morgan,
